Hua Hsiang Pao 
was imancrd by TAN Kaxkee ( PP $i f® ), well-lmown Singavore millionatre, 
an’ wes affiliated with the Chun Chung (#4 W ) (Masses), which also moved

2. The Ta Kuny Poo was originally the organ of the Political Scisace Clique. 
Before the fall of Shanghai, hovever, its policy and »olitics became increasing- 
ly vcro-Communist, and since then it bas been a firm advocate of the Comruntst 
cause. Although officially the naner is net attributed to the Party, its edi~ 
torial anl staff writers are all well-lmown Communists. Its wublisher ig LI 
Hsieh=wen ( 4- X ), who has been vith it for more than ten years: its editor 
ia MA Ting=tung ( ¥ # Af also known as Thomas MA, who joined the vaver in 
1948. MA snent a year in sland on a British Couneil scholarshin. Before 
the war, he was a translator for several Hong Kong vaners. Ha stands for social 
Justice but is neither a radical nor an extreme leftist. 


36 The Wen Hut Pao, first vublished in Shanghai in 1940, was registered in Hone 
Kong as a British newsnaner. It suspended publication during the Javanese 
occupation but resumed it in Shanghai after the war. In 1947, it was banned 
in Shanghai and in 1948 moved to Hong Kong. The Shanghai edition waa revived ; 
in July 1949. Originally a liberal naner, Lt became nroe-Comrunist as its influe 
ence soread. It 1s now considered inferior to the Ta Kung Pao in quality and 
elreulation., :
